Suspicions Not Allayed 


The Green Beret case will leav e a bad taste 
in a lot of mou ths for a long time. 
The dropping of all charges becau se the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency (CIA) refu sed to let its 
personnel testifv prov ided the latest u nex pected 
twist in the bizarre episode. 
The six men who had been charged with m u r­ 
der and two others who were implicated are 
being reassigred ou tside Vietnam bu t the clou d 
still hangs ov er their heads. 
They were r.ot freed becau se their innocence 
had been prov ed bu t becau se the CIA felt tes'i- 
monv from its agents wou ld damage .the nation­ 
al interest. 
From the standpoint of the Army and the 
CIA. abandonment of the charges sav es them 
additional em barrassm ent and loss of prestige. 
It is su rprising that the Army let the case go 
as far as it did. On’v the last-minu te action 
sav ed the U S Army from hav ing to go on the 
witness stand and get into su ch stick y topics 
as: spy elimination, the u ndercov er side of a 
war, the natu re of Green Beret activ ity and the 
determ ination of which war k illings are accept­ 
able and which are considered m u rder. 
It has been a nasty mess from the beginning. 
The Green Berets, the Army and the U.S. gov ­ 
ernm ent ’all hav e su ffered from this latest 
spinoff of the Vietnam War. 
It won’t be soon forgotten. 


Violence Wanes 


While whack ing hard at the detrim ental effect 
of telev ision on children, a report by the Na­ 
tional Commission on the Cau ses and Prev en­ 
tion of Violence notes network s hav e redu ced 
v iolence in Satu rday morning cartoons. 
It conceded the cu rrent general 
schedu le 
"seem s to indicate the beginning of a fav orable 
trend. . 
Milton S Eisenhower, chairm an of the com­ 
mission, said: "It is my impression that the 
network s hav * redu ced v iolent telev ision in the 
prim e hou rs and hav e su bstitu ted some ex cifing 
dram atic program s Now I hope that this ap­ 
parent trend will be reflected by the independ­ 
ent stations.” 
Network officials reacted to the report by 
stressing they already hav e tak en steps along 
the line of su ggestions by the commission. 
The report emphasized concern ov er the im ­ 
pact of telev ision v iolence on children. 
It wou ld seem then a logical cou rse of action 
to program iess v iolent shows in prime time for 
tots and adu lt shows later. All simu lated v iol­ 
ence cannot be pu rged from all telev ision shows 
if realism is to be maintained. 
Howev er, time adju stm ents cou ld limit *he 
detrim ental effect of v iolence.

It was disru pted and 
the Secretary of Labor told the Attorney Gener­ 
al that the Chicago police had not cooperated 
in k eeping the peace 
At 7 :30 p.m. Thu rsday ev ening Mr. Shu ltz 
telephoned Chicago’s Tom Nay der, secretary of 
the city ’s AFL-CIO Bu ilding Trades Cou ncil. 
For a half-hou r they talk ed. Mr. Shu ltz reported 
that he had intelligence reports that fu rther la­ 
bor demonstrations were planned—against the 
federal gov ernment as well as against the black 
mov ements which are inv ading and stalling 
constru ction sites in demand for immediate 
jobs for thou sands of black work ers Mr. Nay ­ 
der promised the Secretary there wou ld be no 
fu rther v iolence ou tbu rsts. 


AT 8 :05 MR. SHULTZ, who had been in con­ 
tact with the White Hou se, which had been in 
contact with its man on-the-scene Leonard Gar­ 
ment, as weU as with the Ju stice Dept, chief, 
went home The nex t day the demonstrations 
continu ed. 


Since then there hav e been tense talk s with 
national leaders of the 17 -u nion AFL-CIO Bu ild­ 
ing and Constru ction Trades Dept now at this 
seaside town for the national biennial AFL-CIO 
Conv ention. Bu t they hav e no control. No one 
really has any control. Temporary tru ces are 
ju st that—tem pgary .

Trying to Settle Schwartzkopfs W ar

WASHINGTON — The y ear 19 9 7 will go 
into history as the y ear the Vietnam conflict 
became k nown as “ Schwartzk opfs w ar.” 
President Nathaniel Schwartzk opf certain­ 
ly didn't start the Vietnam­ 
ese War. He inherited it 
from 
President 
Zimmer­ 
m an when 
it 
was called 
"Zim m erm an’s W ar." 
President 
Zim merm an 
inherited 
the 
w ar 
from 
President Bainbridge, who 
was defeated for a second 
term when his opponents 
tagged Vietnam as “ Bain- 
bridge’s W ar." 
This was u nfair becau se President Bain­ 
bridge nad gotten stu ck with the war when 
President Samu el Goodbody annoou nced he 
wou ld not ru n for a second term if people 
didn’t stoo calling it “ Goodbody ’s W ar." 
PRESIDENT GOODBODY had history on 
his side becau se when he took office it was 
k nown as “ Plotnick ’s W ar,” after President 
E zra Plotnick . President Plotnick , if y ou re­ 
call, had promised if elected he wou ld go 10 
Saigon. It was this trip that cau sed the press 
to nam e the war after him. 
Before President Plotnick , the Vietnam 
hostilities were k nown as “ Fowler’s W ar" in 
honor of President Whitney Fowler, who 
prom ised to hav e the American boy s ou t of 
Vietnam by Shirley Temple’s birthday . 
He obv iou sly failed to m eet the timetable

bu t observ ers at that time admitted that 
President Fowler was not at fau lt. He had 
tak en on the task of finding a solu tion at the 
tim e it was k nown as “Agnew’s W ar.” Presi­ 
dent Agnew took ov er the war when Presi­ 
dent Nix on decided not to ru n in 19 72 be­ 
cau se ev ery one called it “ Nix on’s W ar." He 
said thev shou ld hav e k nown it was “John­ 
son’s W ar.” 
President Johnson, in one of his rare inter­ 
v iews at the LBJ ranch, m u ttered it shou ld 
hav e been called “ Kennedy ’s and Eisenhow­ 
e r’s W ar." 
IN ANY CASE P r e s i d e n t Nathaniel 
Schwartzk opf. who won a close election in 
19 9 6 by promising the electorate that he had 
a solu tion to the Vietnamese War, ran in’o 
the sam e difficu lty that other presidents had, 
Hanoi was being adam ant in Paris, and, ac­ 
cording to President Schwartzk opf, the Unit­ 
ed States had gone as far as it cou ld in find­ 
ing a ju st and fair settlement. 
For ex ample. President Agnew had offered 
the North Vietnamese Saigon and Hu e. P res­ 
ident Fowler had said if Hanoi was willing to 
talk peace they cou ld hav e Thailand and 
Cambodia. President Plotnick stood by Pres­ 
ident Fow ier’s offer and threw in Indonesia, 
the Philippines and Japan. 
Bu t Hanoi’s negotiators in Paris said it 
was ju st a trick to mak e them settle. 
To show his good faith, President Good­ 
body , when he took ov er, said that he wou ld 
let the Vietnamese hav e Au stralia a s well. 


This might hav e brok en the ice in Paris, ex ­ 
cept that Au stralia got wind of it and leak ed 
the story to the press. Once it was in the 
newspapers, Hanoi said it had been hood­ 
wink ed by Goodbody and called off negotia­ 
tions for six months. 
Then, throu gh neu tral diplomatic channels 
President Bainbridge, who k new his political 
career was at stak e, stnt word that if the 
North 
Vietnamese 
wou ld 
accept 
ev en 
a 
cease-fire they cou ld hav e Switzerland. 
Hanoi was tempted to accept this propos­ 
al, ex cept that President Nu Twang of Sou th 
Vietnam held a press conference and said 
that he wou ld nev er agree to Switzerland be­ 
coming part of North Vietnam 
In order to placate President Nu Twang, 
Bainbridge said that if Sou th Vietnam per­ 
m itted Hanoi to hav e Switzerland, the United 
States wou ld giv e the Saigon gov ernment 
Sweden. 
BEFORE PRESIDENT NU TWANG cou ld 
giv e his reply , Hanoi rejected the U.S. offer 
in hopes they cou ld get a better deal by 
waiting for 
President 
Zimmerman 
to 
be 
elected. 
Bu t President Zimmerman failed m isera­ 
bly and it is now President Schwartzk opf’« 
tu rn. He got off to a good start by promising 
Hanoi if they agree to a settlement they 
cou ld hav e all the land in the United States 
west of the Mississippi. 
Bu t a bu lletin ju st in from Paris said that 
Hanoi has tu rned the proposal down.

Nor do they u nderstand that the White Hou se 
is with them and plans to research ev ery city 
in the land to determ ine how mu ch money will 
be spent for what federally assisted or fu lly ft 
nanced projects; how many jobs are av ailable; 
how many black work ers really want to get into 
the trades, and then tu rn the Philadelphia plan 
into a Chicago plan, Pittsbu rgh plan, New York 
plan—a U.S. plan. 


WHAT DISTURBS the responsible black lead­ 
ers is that the m ilitants will block the action a?

York State Office Bu ilding project on H arlem ’s 
main stem J25th Street. 
Last Ju ne 30 some 25 to 30 militants seized 
the ex cav ation site. Thou gh not reported, a big 
bu s went u p in flames and some $40.000 worth 
of constru ction machinery was destroy ed. Then 
this handfu l cf men simply tented down and 
held the site for almost three months. May or 
Lindsay ask ed Gov . Rock efeller not to rock the 
boat. The gov ernor finally decided a wav e is a 
wav e is a wav e.

record. 
Trou ble is, no one has look ed at tlje record. 
Few hav e ex amined President Nix on's “ Phila­ 
delphia Plan.” 
It simply sets a goal for 2.000 black and other 
minority work ers to be tak en into the city ’s 
craft u nions in fou r y ears. The schedu le is set 
for ju st some 400 to 500 new black mem bers in 
the nex t v ear. And if the Philadelphia Plan 
were clamped on ev ery city in the nation—tha 
3.5 million-member AFL-CIO Bu ilding and Con­ 
stru ction Trades Union wou ld hav e to absorb 
little more than 100,000 black work ers in tht 
nex t sev eral y ears. There’s room for all—ev e.i 
in the sev en liv ely high paid constru ction arts 
at which the Philadelphia Plan aim s—the iron 
work ers, the plu mbers, pipe fitters, steamfit- 
ers won’t be bu mped from jobs and black work ­ 
ers will be wov en into the high-wage labor fab- 
roofers and waterproofers, and elev ator con­ 
stru ction work ers, the real aristocracy . 
So ev ery bodj cool it. Let ev ery body become 
"solu tion oriented.” Let ev ery body realize that 
more than a trillion constru ction dollars will be 
spent in the nex t decade. And that white work ­ 
ers won’t be bu mped fom jobs and black wont- 
ers will be wov en into the high-wage labor x ab- 
ric. The White Hou se will not retreat. The pu b­ 
lic-bla c k and white—is in the middle. There is 
no sense in v iolence—bombs, lethal bu llets, 
name calling or howling demonstrations. Then, 
things will cool, there will be work for all and 
there will be no need for plans to send U.S. 
m arshals against Americans of any race, color 
or creed.

Selecting 
A Justice 


WASHINGTON—Something strange Is hap­ 
pening bu t its tru e significance doesn’t seem to 
be getting mu ch attention. 
Critics of Ju dge Clement Hay nsworth of the 
Fou rth U.S. Circu it Cou rt of Appeals, who has 
been nominated to be an associate ju stice of the 
Su preme Cou rt of the .United States, are oppos­ 
ing his confirmation becau se they do not lik e 
his v iews on pu blic affairs. 
It certainly Is su rprising, for ex ample, to find 
the AFL-CIO leaders declaring, in effect, that * 
ju stice mu st be prolabor before he becomes 
really qu alified to serv e on the highest cou rt in 
the land. 


SOME MEMRERS of the Senate are imply ing 
that Ju dge Hty nsworih was inv olv ed in a “con­ 
flict of interest" becau se he decided a case in 
fav or of a company which was a cu stomer of 
another ompnny in which he owned a smell 
amou nt of » tiirk , and that his ru ling might hav e 
been influ enced by this bu siness connection. 


Su spicion is not proof and what this su ggests 
is a lack of integrity . If Ju dge Hay nsworih i 
not an honest man and has done any thing that 
v iolates any code of ju dicial ethics, the senators 
who now are attack ing him ou ght long ago to 
hav e u rged his impeachment and remov al from 
the U.S. Cou rt of Appeals. 
Behind all the discu ssion, it is ev ident that 
representativ es of special grou ps with v ested 
Interests feel they hav e a right to Influ ence the 
appointment of ju stices to the Su preme Cou rt. 
Some of the sam e critics hav e ignored disclo­ 
su res concerning other members of the ju dici­ 
ary , y et it Ls the du ty of the Senate to deter­ 
mine whether a ju rist shou ld be perm itted to 
continu e in rifice. 
The Constitu tion say s that ju dges shall serv » 
only “ du ring good behav ior." This prov ision 
has nev er been clearly defined and there has 
been no effort in recent y ears to remov e any 
ju dge for a v iolation of the “good behav ior" 
clau se of the constitu tion. 
Recently a ju dge resigned in rHc midst of 
criticism It may , howev er, he dou bted wheth­ 
er. ev en if an impeachment had been brou gh*. 
It cou ld hav e been prov ed that he was gu ilty of 
any thing ex cept bad ju dgment in handling his 
financial relations with persons ou tside the 
cou rt. 
The American people want honesty and integ­ 
rity in ju dges bu t do they want only persons 
who hav e nev er tak en a particu lar v iew on pu b­ 
lic qu estions to be nominated and confirmed? 
There hav e been instances in which siv called 
"liberals" or “ conserv ativ es" hav e been ap­ 
pointed bu t p rev iew of their decisions will 
show cases in which they were on the same 
side or else rendered decisions which seemed at 
v ariance with what had been prev iou sly be­ 
liev ed to be their ideology . 
Each ju stice mak es u p his own mind what he 
think s is the fu nction of the high cou rt in inter­ 
preting the Constitu tion. 
For y ears ju stices 
abided by standards that had been set u p by 
their predecessors. 
Bu t ev er since the 19 30’s—du ring which Presi­ 
dent Frank lin D. Roosev elt tried to “ pack the 
cou rt" with ju dges whose philosophy conformed 
to his own—there has been a feeling that the 
v iewpoint u f o prospectiv e ju dge ls a proper 
su bject for ex amination when he is u p for con­ 
firmation 
If ju dges tire fu ndamentally honest and ren­ 
der their opinions on the basis of what they be­ 
liev e to be established law and constitu tional 
precepts, the fact that the decision happens to 
hu rt or help u nion labor, for ex ample, is not 
really relev ant 
If ju stices of the Su preme Cou rt in the fu tu re 
are to be appointed on the basis of their politi­ 
cal beliefs, rather than their k nowledge or ju di­ 
cial ru lings end interpretations, the high cou rt 
m ay become ev en more of a political institu tion 
as it rewrites not only the laws passed by Con­ 
gress bu t also the Constitu tion itself. 


PERHAPS 
ELECTED JUDGES wou ld 
b- 
m ore lik ely to reflect the ideas of the politically 
minded critics.

It was nev er intended that a political party or 
any faction with a particu lar line of thou ght 
shou ld ex ercise a dominant influ ence in the
